first attempt. “It is hoped that Poland, 
who has reserved her signature, will do 
the righn “thing without much further 
delay, although it will not matter, except:

The problem before ‘the League was to 
give fleet to the principle of free transit 
through Lithuania and through Memel, 


‘while safeguarding Lithuanian sovereignty |, 


over Memel.. Poland is the chief :hinter- 
land State concerned, ‘and. the Ambas- 
sadora’ Conference failed mainly because 
Polis pretensions were, accepted so fully 
by the Ambassadors, that a draft conven- 
tion vas drawn ‘up, which made a fares 
of Lithuanian sovercignty.
